The sum of $100 granted at June Meeting for the purpose 
of arranging, indexing and preserving the above, has been 
utilized as follows — 

The town reports from 1850, when they first appear in 
printed form, onward to the latest issue, have been rebound in 
strong substantial covers and their preservation for a long 
period is practically assured. As it was possible to group several 
years in some of the volumes, the addition is not over-bulky | 
but, on the contrary will be found to be very neat, handy and 
useful. Moreover, in their present form, the books will be far 
less liable to be mislaid, damaged or strangely unaccounted for. 

The Acts of the Legislature accepted by the town from 
1870 to date have been noted and indexed. This index may be 
found in Book No. 8 in the town vault and, it is hoped, will be 
a great help to those who may be curious or interested in such 
matters. 

The most arduous part of the undertaking was in sorting 
out, straightening and arranging the maps, plans, etc. which 
have been accumulating in the office for several years. This 
has been accomplished in the matter of pole locations, conduits, 
etc. of the Electric Light and Telephone Companies. The 
several sheets, securely hitched by a detachable fastener, and. 
numbered consecutively, are enclosed in a large, durable Plan 
Book with an index in the forward part of the same. It is be- 
lieved that the arrangement will be fairly satisfactory.

‘he handling of the liquor traffic was different this year 
from any other year, as the Interstate business was started. It 
required the services of able counsel to try these cases which 


— ee 
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took considerable money out of the Liquor Appropriation, the 
sum of $210 being used for counsel fees: 

In trying to suppress the sale of liquor in the drug stores, 
I engaged the services of two men from the Anti Saloon League 
which cost $96; these men were unable to buy anything from the 
drug stores, but they were the cause of convicting one man for 
selling cider. | 

In continuing the policy of Chief Beatty in keeping a man 
on the streets Sunday morning to watch for liquor selling, I 
used $66.25 which makes a total of $372.25. 

There were fifty-four warrants issued for liquor, and in 
twenty places liquor was found, and in thirteen places no liquor 
was found and twenty-one warrants were returned to the Court 
without serving. 


The amount of liquor seized and forfeited to the State was 
as follows: 327 gallons of ale, lager and wine; 5 1-2 gallons 
of whiskey; and 20 gallons of cider. 

There were thirteen convictions for the breaking of liquor 
laws. 

There was $5,800 appropriated for the use of the Police 
Department, and an extra appropriation of $340 for back bills 
which was not enough, as the back bills amounted to $426 
instead of $340 as previously stated in Town Report of last year, 
making a deficiency of $86. 

This $86 along with $50 used for extra holiday police would 
have been sufficient to pay all bills for current year. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Under the above heading, I would recommend that in place 
of four old cells at the jail, five of the new style cells be put in, 
one of which should be a padded cell; also a hot water heater 
to heat the lockup. 


CONCLUSIONS. 


In concluding my report, [ wish to thank the Honorable

BOARD OF HEALTH REPORT. 


The following is the Natick Board of Health report for the 
year ending Dec. 31, 1909. 

The Board organized March 4, 190g for work Dr. A. A. 
Lawrence was chosen chairman and W. H. McCordick clerk. 


We have had a larger number of calls for the abatement of 
nuisances than usual, and in some cases extreme measures were 
taken before they were corrected; but all were satisfactorily 
settled in the end. 


The garbage was satisfactorily collected until our first big 
storm, then many complaints came in. Upon investigation we 
found one collector had lost his horse, the other had an in- 
competent man doing the work; then most people keep their 
garbage so exposed that it freezes solid making it impossible to > 
cover the work rapidly. If the people would use a_ proper 
covered garbage pail, keep it ina protected place, and refrain 
from filling it with ashes, glass, tin cans, etc., there would be no 
excuse on the collector’s part in failing tomake his collections 
regularly. Other towns pay well to have this work done, and we 
feel we are fortunate in having an income rather than an expense 
in this department. We endeavor to give the people good service 
and hope they will assist us in every way they can in making it 
easy for the collector, thus saving his time, and notifying us at 
once when the collector fails to call, that we may correct the 
trouble at once. 

Last year we failed to get a direct appropriation, so have 
asked this committee to look into the matter more carefully, for 
we have many bills unpaic hat the town is liable for, and it 
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seems absurd that our department should be thrown into mis- 
cellaneous, when all our bills are direct. It only subjects the 
- Selectmen to that much more work, and the town does not get a 
satisfactory account of the money spent. 

Laws have been passed within two years making it com- 
pulsory for local boards to take care of contagious diseases also 
appoint plumbing and provision inspectors. This means quite 
an expense to towns but it must be met, and we can see no other 
way than by direct appropriation. ) | 


We have had no serious epidemics the past year. Scarlet 
fever still continues but the cases are still very light, and for 
this reason it makes it hard to stop it. Many parents still insist 
it is not scarlet fever and do not report the cases at all, and our 
only way ot finding out is when some neighbor reports suspici- 
ous symptoms going on near them. We hope all the people will 
become public spirited enough in time, to meet our rules ina 
friendly spirit for only by such co-operation can we protect our 
neighbors and our town. We have been criticized by some for 
showing partiality in quarantining cases, due to the time differ_ 
ent cases are isolated. Until this year we have accepted the 
advice of the doctor in charge, placarding when notified, and 
fumigating when informed the patient was well. To avoid any 
complications and protect all concerned, we decided all conta- 
gious cases must remain in quarantine four weeks or more 
according to the complications in the case. The State can 
compel us to build a contagious hospital, but we do not recom- 
mend it until our bills for this class of cases are large enough 
to support such a building; until then it is better to support 
them in other hospitals. In 1908 the town passed an article au- 
thorizing our board to compel all property owners abutting the 
sewer to connect. We at once sent out the proper notices to our 
list. Before many weeks had passed many complaints of parti- 
ality came to our ears; upon investigating we found no record 
had been kept in the sewer department of these delinquents at all, 
so some were notified, others escaped, but we must be censured 
of course. As the Metropolitan Board offered to go into every 
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house and record every fixture free of charge while they were 
doing census work this year, we felt it would bea saving of a 
few hundred dollars to our town and accepted the offer. This 
will allow none to escape and give usa proper starting point 
the coming spring, also satisfy those who have claimed we have 
not done our duty. We expect to find between two and three 
hundred not connected, and hope to have this work all done the 
coming summer; then the sewer department ought to be self 
supporting from reports in hand.

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Report of the Tree Warden. 


The Tree Warden herewith submits his annual report for the 
year ending January 31st, 1910. 

The Work of the Tree Warden varies but little from year to 
year. About 50 to 75 trees are annually planted on our high- 
ways, and although this expense will decrease in time, the more 
important work of trimming and taking care of the existing 
trees must always be kept up. 

The street trees are practically free from gypsy and brown- 
tail moths, but during the last two years, the elm leaf beetles 
have been so numerous that all the town elms have had to be 
sprayed. Fortunately by taking this precaution little or no damage 
has been done to the town trees. The injury done to our trees 
by the overhead wires is an ever increasing one, and it is to be 
hoped that in time these wires may be placed underground where 
they belong. 

Private individuals can greatly improve the appearance of the 
town, by planting trees a few feet back from the sidewalk line, 
where they have a better chance to grow than those planted on 
the sidewalk have, where they are constantly exposed to injury 
from horses and passersby. In fact on some of our streets, 
planting on the sidewalk line is impossible on account of the 
overhead wires and we are wholly dependent on private planting 
to beautify and shade the highway. 

Owners of wood lots may become public benefactors by leaving 
a belt of trees bordering on the highway, when they cut their 
woods, thereby preserving the beauty of our fast-disappearing 
wood roads.

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Report on Gypsy and Brown Tail Moths 


The local commissioner herewith presents his annual report 
‘for the year ending Jan. 31, rgro. 

At the present time the residential part of the town is prac- 
tically clean, the wood lots are however all more or less infested, 
although so far no large colonies have been discovered. 

I.ast summer one colony was found, but this one has been 
practically destroyed and the locality thoroughly sprayed. The 
Country north of Natick has suffered greatly from devastation 
by the Gypsy moths and the presence of these moths in such 
large numbers near our boundary line, was so alarming that in 
the autumn of 1908, by advice of the state authorities, a large 
tract of land in the extreme northern portion of the town was 
thoroughly cleaned, all undergrowth removed and last summer a 
large portion of the woods was sprayed. ‘The result of this work 
is that the worms have not as yet succeeded in entering the town 
at this point, and the state has promised to aid us in keeping 
this border land clean. “The woodland in the southwestern part 
of the town has not yet been scouted, but in all other sections 
the prospects are encouraging. 

So far the work of the introduced parasites has been disap- 
pointing, but great hope is-expressed that good results may be 
seen ancther year. 

Until the parasites or other enemies of the moth become 
established, Natick must keep on with the work as in the past 
and keep the pests as far as possibie under control.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN, 


Tis the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


GENTLEMEN: 


The thirty-seventh annual report terminating January thirty- 
first, nineteen hundred and ten, is herewith presented. 


An increasing number of volumes both for circulation and 
reference has been added including many replacements, and re- 
quests in all departments has been complied with as far as 
practicable. In answer to the objections raised by many patrons 
of the library as to the small quantity of fiction supplied, we are 
pleased to annonnce the introduction, in a tentative manner, of 
the Duplicate Pay Collection System as originally introduced, in 
the St. Louis public library, and now generally adopted by the 
management of our best libraries in this and other states It 
consists in loaning for two cents a day one or more copies in 
addition to one already in circulation, thereby giving greater 
opportunities of obtaining the book desired for those not caring 
to pay, as well as fulfilling the needs of those who do. ‘This’ 
seems to be the only practical way of solving the ever present 
problem of new fiction, and eventually these duplicates are added 
to the regular collection. 

The musical library is growing slowly and is much enjoyed 
by students and amateurs alike. With the call for instrumental 
and vocal music has come a demand for descriptive and theo- 
retical works also. 


As we are not able to have many duplicate copies of maza- 
zines for circulation before binding, we tried the plan of keeping 
the last number only of each in the reading rooms, and loaning the 
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rest of the current volume. It was an experiment, but met with 
so much approval that we have continued to circulate them. 

One convenience to applicants is a list, compiled by Miss 
Eldridge, of the historical, biographical and descriptive articles 
of note in the bound volumes o* the local papers. : 

More shelving for history and biography which was much 
crowded has been made possible by a new book stack in the 
Teference room. Among the books purchased for this depart- 
ment are the following: Warner’s Library of the world’s best 
literature, 31 v.; Benham’s Book of quotations; Who’s who in 
New England; Cyclopedia of civil engineering, 8 v.; Catholic 
encyclopedia, v 5-6; New international year book, 1908; Amer- 
ican goverment by H. C. Gauss; Selected list of plays for 
amateurs and students of dramatic expression; Self interpreting 
Bible, 4 v.; Baldwin’s Dictionary of philosophy and psychology 
v. 3; Atlas of Massachusetts; Compendium of the war of the 
rebellion; Universal cyclopeedia and atlas, 12 v. with extra 
volume including Educational courses in study.

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The most interesting gift to the library this year has been 
an oil painting copied from a sketch of Natick in the thirties or 
early forties by Miss M. Gordon, an artist who lived here some 
twenty years ago. It was on exhibition at that time, and was 
considered by the older residents as remarkably good, but noth- 
ing indicates more clearly the cnanges that Natick has undergone 
both in place and people, for it is difficult to find anyone who 
has any definite knowledge of the town as it was then. 


A much needed stair covering has been laid by the Ameri- 
can Mason Safety Tread Company of Boston. While it was ex- 
pensive, it is the best of the kind and will resist wear for years 
to come, and also renders the continual travel up and down 
comparatively noiseless. 

The Young People’s Library under Miss Randall’s always 
efficient management continues to progress, and the tables are 
surrounded by the usual number of active children, many of 
whom spend a large portion of their time here. 


This room has been on a better financial basis this year 
owing to the fact that the expense of binding has not had to 
come out of the book fund, and this means quite an increase in 
the number of books. 


But we are sorry to note a decrease in the work with the 
schools as a whole the past winter, both in the main library and 
this department, and trust that it may be only an adjusting of 
conditions that causes it. 


With the exception of parents—and comparatively few in- 
terest themselves in their children’s reading-—there is no one 
that can ha.e the influence of the teacher. One educator has 
said “that it is much easier and more satisfactory for one 
teacher to keep in touch with the reading tastes and the intel- 
lectual and moral needs of some forty pupils, than for a librarian 
to keep in touch with five hundred or one thousand. It matters 
little what course is to be pursued later for ‘* science may show 
man how to live; art makes living worth his while ;” and as the 
“public library is an integral part of public education”, we 
would like to have each child so addicted to the library habit 
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that when he left school it would be so much second nature that 
it could not be given up. 

West and North Natick schools have had books sent in the 
same manner as heretofore, and also Miss Peterson of Harvard 
Street. 

Pictures of Washington and Lincoln, most appropriate for 
this department, have been given by Mr. Bryant. 

The reading room attendance is always exceptionally good 
and every additional magazine brings new readers in its train. 

One of the improvements to the building has been a recon- 
struction of two blind drains which prevents an overflow in the 
basement at every heavy rain. ‘The front doors still need re- 
placing, and the woodwork outside and in requires redressing. 
Also the windows both stationary and double will have to be 


repaired. 
We are under obligations to several libraries for bulletins 


and pamphlets, many individuals for books and periodicals, and 
the locals papers for printing. 

For kindly consideration on the part of the trustees, co-oper- 
ation of the staff, and the assistance of the janitor, I tender my 
thanks.

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REMARKS. 


The buildings of the Department with the exception of the 
center, which needs a new floor, are in good condition. -~ 


The Ladder No. 1, also Hose 2-4 ought to be painted. 


As to the condition of the hose we would state that of 
10,500 feet, 2,500 feet is practically new, the rest is in fair 
condition. 


The present system of battery should be changed to dry 
battery. At the cost of $1,200, this new system can be put in. 
It will cost about $300 to run this present system under the new, 
it will cost between $50 to $80 a year, saving the town between 
$225 to $250 a year. 

The transmitter wheel can be placed in the center for $250 
complete, and it should be done, 2-3 of our alarms are Tele- 
phones, and if this wheel was installed the man at the house 
could pull in any box instead of box 25 as is the case now, 
thereby bringing the men to the fire instead of to the center. 


In one case a telephone call came from Walnut Street and 
the man at the house pulled box 25 and went to the fire with his 
wagon and by someone’s mistake the rest of the apparatus went 
to Walcott Street, thereby losing time. ; 


The town of Framingham has this system over three years 
and has not spent one cent for repairs, saving the town $280 a 
year. We recommend to your Committee an appropriation of 
$7,150.00 for running expenses and pay roll, also $2,150.00 for 
hydrant service. The item of $44.50, due from Police Depart- 
ment is for heating and use of water in Center also for light at 
South Natick.

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Report of Park Commissioners. 


Four commissioners herewith submit their fifth annual report 
for the year ending Jan. 31, Igro. 


LINCOLN PARK. 


During the year this piece of land has been added to the park 
system through the generosity of private individuals. Although 
of limited area, it is important on account of its couspicuous 
position at the eastern entrance to the town, and it is to be 
hoped that those who so generously subscribed toward this im- 
provement will be pleased with the result. During the summer 
the surface has been graded and covered with a good depth of 
loam, a cement curbing and cross walk have been built and the 
ground seeded. It only remains to plant a few trees and shrubs 
next spring to complete this piece of work which has been made 
possible entirely by the generousity of private individuals. 


THE COOLIDGE PLAY GROUNDS. 


This piece of land is now in excellent condition, the 
swampy land has been drained, it has been kept in fairly good 
order and seems to be greatly appreciated by the boys. 


WASHBURN SQUARE. 
The grass has been cut and the shubbery properly cared for. 
COMMON. 


The care of the common is always a difficult task and much 
time has to be spent in keeping its surface from paper, etc. Ow- 


gi 


ing to the shade of the trees and the hard usage it receives at 
certain seasons, a good growth of grass seems to be almost im- 
possible. 


DUG POND. 


Last summer for the first time the public was allowed to 
bathe in this pond and the town granted the park commissioners 
the sum of $500 for the erection of bathing enclosures, police, 
etc. Accommodations were made for the bathers that seemed 
ample at the time, but the privilege of bathing was so greatly 
appreciated and the number of bathers so unexpectedly large 
that these accommodations will have to be greatly enlarged next 
year. | 

One enclosure was made for men and a second one for 
small boys, but no accommodations were made for women, who 
to the surprise of the park commissioners appeared in such num- 
bers that the quarters intended for the small boys had to be 
given up to their use. 

The appreciation of the public has been most gratifying, 
although somewhat unexpected and another year its requirements 
will be better understood. 

Owing to the large number of people frequenting this park 
during the summer months, the danger from fire has greatly in- 
creased and the presence of a watchman during the greater part, 
if not the whole of the year seems to be a necessity. 

Natick has one of the best water parks in the state and 
every precaution should be taken to preserve the beauty of its 
surroundings.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The School Committee present the following report for the 
year ending January 31, Ig!I0. 

On August 27, 1909, the resignation of Mr. Albert L. 
Barbour, the Superintendent of Schools, was received and ac- 
cepted. The Committee appreciated the very efficient service 
rendered by Mr. Barbour during the nine years in which he was 
Superintendent of Schools, and the sound judgment and _ con- 
scientious devotion to the welfare of the children exhibited by 
him throughout his connection with our schools. They greatly 
regretted his departure from Natick. 

In September, 1909, the Committee unanimously elected 
Mr. John D. Brooks as Superintendent of Schools. He was 
selected from a very large number of candidates, and comes to 
Natick with a thorough education and wide experience and a 
fine record in his profession. He has already won the entire 
confidence of the Committee and the teachers, and has entered 


upon his work with energy and enthusiasm. 


COAL 


Last Spring the Committee secured bids for our coal sup- 
ply from all the coal dealers in town, and received the uniform 
bid of $7 per ton (2,000 lbs.) for egg coal and $6.75 per ton 
for broken coal.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Committee of Natick: — 


I herewith submit to you my first annual report for the 
fiscal year ending Feb. 1, 1910, together with such statistics as 
may lead to an intelligent comprehension of the work of the 
department. 

The past year has been a remarkable one in the changes that 
have taken in the personnel of the department. The Principals 
of our five largest buildings are new. As Superintendent, I 
find myself handicapped in making this report by my brief term 
of service. 

I have devoted much time during the past five months, to 
a close study of educational conditions in Natick and New 
England. I have tried to recognize the good, even though differ- 
ent from what I have been accustomed to. I have tried to have 
courage to condemn the bad, even though I might be charged 
with prejudice. 

It is no reflection on my predecessors, to say I find abund- 
ant field in the schools for continued improvement and advance- 
ment. Efficiency and economy should be our watchwords in 
school administration, but there can be no economy that comes 
at the sacrifice of efficiency. Many ways have suggested them- 
selves to me by which both these ends may be served in the 
schools of Natick. 


THE BUILDINGS. 


The buildings first impress an observer in inspecting schools. 
Leaving out the High School, all our school buildings are in 
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good condition and well provided with modern ventilating and 
sanitary arrangements, with the exception of the North School 
building. This building belongs to a by-gone era. In it are 
crowded thirty children in five grades, under one teacher, with- 
out pretense at ventilation, and imperfectly heated by that most 
wretched of all contrivances for a school room, a big coal stove 
in one corner of the room. ‘Through inertia, indifference or 
ignorance, a great wrong is being done innocent children here. 

The Wilson and the Nathan Rice Buildings are much over- 
crowded. Thirty-five pupils issometimes given as the maximum 
number to a teacher for efficient service, yet the average in the 
Wilson building, including the Principal is 49. In the Nathan 
Rice, it is 46. 

Next year, there promises to be a ninth grade of at least 
12s in the Wilson building, while 139 pupils in our present 
seventh grades, bend hopeful eyes on two eighth grade rooms 
that are now overcrowded with so each. It may be at least 
interesting to suggest how nicely a High School Building, 
accommodating the ninth grade would serve in solving this 
problem. 

We most heartily commend the Special Committee in charge 
of the improvements of the Wilson Building for the efficient 
and satisfactory way in which they have discharged the dnty 
they so unselfishly assumed. The building as it is now will 
satisfactorily accommodate between 400 and 500 pupils, for 
many years to come. The School Committee have made neces- 
sary repairs and improvements in the other buildings. These 
include among many minor things, repainting the Cochitute St: 
and the Nathan Rice Buildings, reshingling and placing new 
blackboards in the Eliot; renewing the tubes in the boilers in the 
High School and providing storm-windows for the Goodnow 
building and a new fence for the North Natick School. Our 
furniture in many buildings is ancient and much worn. A lib- 
eral sum should be spent each year in replacing these seats 
with modern, adjustable furniture. Sanitary drinking devices 
should’also be provided for all the schools. | 
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THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


The increased attendance upon our High School isa part of 
a national movement, and not even the adherence to classical 
traditions, made necessary by the character of our school build- 
ing, has been able to check it. The day is not distant when a 
new school building must be erected, and a new course of study 
be put into operation. Therapid development of vocational stud- 
ies in the school curriculum, the new definitions of culture, and 
the awakening of the public toa realizing sense of what is of 
practical value in preparing young people for their social and 
industrial environment, have brought about great changes in the 
course of study in high schools. This is not a fad but a well 
defined social movement, as progressive as any movement in this. 
century. It is wide spread, affecting not merely this conti- 
nent, but the old world as well. Whether we like it or not the. 
time is at hand when former ideals as to the function of the 
school must be revised and enlarged. This will require a dif- 
ferent type of building, a more extensive equipment, more salar- 
ies and, therefore, greater general expense. But this situation 
has already been accepted by a very large number of cities and 
towns in this country, and the number is increasing with great 
rapidity each year. We may be able to seat a few more pupils 
by adding a few more rooms, but we cannot have a modern high 
school until we have a reorganized building in harmony with 
a reorganized course of study. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


Along with provision for vocational and industrial training, 
our schools need sadly provision for physical training and 
development. The best physical training comes from vigorous 
sports in the open air. One of our town police should be chosen 
with a special view to his fitness as a supervisor of playground 
sports and it should be his duty during hours when children are 
not in school to supervise and instruct the boys in their sports, 
and repress all rowdyism and disorder when on the playground. 
A supervised playground might cheaply and easily be provided 
for our girls also. 
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A defect most troublesome thus far in our school system is 
the indefiniteness of our course of study, both as to subject 
matter, and to time allotted to the work laid down. I am 
accumulating material and hope to lay before you for adoption g 
carefully planned, and outlined course for all the grades, and 
special departments below the High school. I believe the bright 
boy or girl should be given an opportunity in accordance with 
the strong present tendency, to enter the High school at the end 
of the eighth year, instead of reviewing and marking time during 
the ninth year. Our first year’s school work should probably be 
wholly kindergarten work. Our present term of school should be 
made uniform with the High school to make room for the mani- 
fold new subjects necessarily added to our course of study, and 
at the same time give opportunity to complete thoroughly the old 
standard subjects of reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic. 
The school committee should not hesitate a moment to make 
this change. 

I have been much pleased with the personnel of our teach 
ing corps. Natick citizens have always had too much good 
sense and public spirit to permit their schools to become mere 
{raining grounds for surrounding schools by paying low salaries. 
Where salaries are paid lower than surrcunding towns, the teach- 
ing force is constantly culled over for efficient teachers, leaving 
only the mediocre ones, and weaklings to instruct our children. 
No community can afford this, for next to the parent, the most 
potent and vital influence coming into the life of the child is its 
teacher. Our citizens and our school committee have done well 
in periodically increasing our teacher’s salaries to meet rising 
standards of teaching, and increased cost of living. But no 
teacher should be permitted to feel that they have a secure life 
tenure on their position. When a teacher ceases to grow, and 
improve professionally, the greatest kindness that can be con- 
ferred upon them, aside from our duty to the children, is to 
invite them to seek other flelds of labor where they will have to 
call upon every dormant power, and faculty to establish, and to 
maintain themselves. On the other hand, no money saved can 
recompense for the loss to children from the departure of a good 
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teacher, alive with quickening power, trained and equipped for 
her work, and inspired by the highest ideals of her profession. 

It is a shame, and an imposition that the principals of our 
four roomed buildings which contain nearly 200 children are 
compelled to assume responsibility for the discipline, the care of 
the text books, and the countless duties and responsibilities that 
whether we will it or not, necessarily gravitate to the Principal, 
for the pitiful additional stipend of $13 per year, or less than 7 
cents per day. 

Our schools are very economically administered. 

The average cost for educating one child in Massachu- 
setts during one school year is $30.53 The average cost in 
Natick, during the past year has been $27.08, making the 
average cost per pupil $2.45 less than the average for the state. 
We can increase our appropriation for schools $3,537.40, be- 
fore we reach the general average of expense of education in this 
State. 

The expense of educating a child varies much in different 
parts of Natick. To educate a child at the West Natick school 
costs $34.60 per year. At the Wilson building, including a 
Principal at $1,200, the cost is $19.46, per pupil, or a difference 
of $15.45, per pupil. At North Natick, the cost is $34.20 per 
pupil. At Nathan Rice or Pond street school the expense is 
$20.40 per pupil. At South Natick, it is $27.37, per pupil. - 
These two schools have nearly the same number of pupils, yet 
Nathan Rice costs about $7.00 less per pupil. This is interest- 
ing as bearing on the statement so often heard from people in the 
outlying sections that they do not get a fair proportion of the 
town expenditures. They certainly get it from the school funds 
Our High school costs ¢40 per pupil, which is remarkably low, 
considering the high priced books, and higher salaried Principal 
and teachers they must have.

The exercises were held 
in Concert hall on June twenty-third, and consisted of singing 
by the school chorus, under the direction of Mr. Howard Mason, 
and the presentation of diplomas to the members of the gradu- 
ating class by Mr. George B. Moran, a member of the School 
Committee. This was followed bya reception by the officers 
of the class, Harry W. Oliver, president; Victoria B, Pfeiffer, 
vice president; Maude A. Adams, secretary, and Edward F. 
Morgan, treasurer. After the reception, dancing was permitted 
until 11.30.

The class presented to the school a large framed photo 
graph of the Capitol at Washington. 


During the spring vacation a majority of the members of 
the Senior class visited Washington. The party was in the care 
of Principal Rice, assisted by Mrs. Rice, and was accompanied 
by five teachers and four other adults, making in all forty. On 
the outward journey a stop of several hours was made at Phila- 
delphia, to permit a visit to the United States Mint and In- 
dependence Hall. In Washington, five days were spent in 
Visiting public buildings and various places of historic interest. 
Through the courtesy of our Congressman, Hon. C. Q. Tirrell, 
the party was received by President Taft at the White House. 


An opportunity was also afforded of seeing the House of 
Representatives in session, and of listening to men who are con- 
spicuous in political life. 


The entire trip was crowded with impressions that can 
never be effaced from the memories of those who experienced 
them. Under proper guidance I can conceive of no more fitting 
climax to the public school life than a visit to Washington. It 
cannot fail to result in a keener appreciation of the realities of 
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our national life, a quickening of patriotic sentiment and a 
broader eonception of civic duty. It is thoroughly educational. 


The present membership of the school is two hundred and 
sixty-five, arranged by classes as follows: Seniors, thirty-two, 
Juniors, sixty-four, Sophmores, seventy, Freshmen, ninety-four, 
Post graduates, five. This is an increase over preceding years 
and severely taxes the accommodations of the building in almost 
every particular. A comparison of high school accommodations 
throughout the State would make it very apparent that the Na- 
tick high school building is very near the foot of the list in 
lighting, ventilation, sanitary and seating arrangements and gen- 
eral lack of laboratory and teaching facilities. That this might 
be fully appreciated the building shouid be inspected while the 
school is in session. In physical culture, social improvement, 
athletic development and industrial and vocational training, 
which hold such important places in the ideal educational sys- 
tem, little or nothing can be done on,account of the lack of room, 
equipment and teaching force. The school has not the slightest 
vestige of gymnastic apparatus, no gymnasium in which surplus 
physical energy can be expended. ‘There is nothing more valua- 
ble in developing sound, muscular bodies than a gymnastic 
training; nothing more likely to keep boys off the street and 
away from bad influences while they are in the habit-forming 
age; nothing more helpful in fostering a spirit of manliness and 
fair play, and in evolving a consciousness of power and person- 
al initiative. A feeling of civic pride in Natick’s school system 
and of responsibility for the excellence of the physical, moral 
and mental condition of its pubtic school output should prompt 
the Town to take energetic measures to remedy the poor condi- 
tions under which the work of the High School is being done. 


In the different departments of the school work much the 
same conditions exist asin previous years. Asa whole I think 
we are making satisfactory progress when all things are taken 
into consideration. I feel certain that every teacher is making 
an earnest, conscientious effort to do the most possible for every 

pupil, ard the results in mcst cases ale as gccd as cculd reason 
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ably be expected. But in the cases of an increasingly large 
number of children the urgent need of some form of industrial 
and vocational training is becoming more and more apparent. 
Cultural studies alone no longer attract and satisfy. There is 
an insistent demand that something be taught that will fit the 
pupil to become self-supporting when he leaves school. This is 
shown by the large number that now study shorthand and type- 
writing, many of whom assume responsible office positions im- 
mediately upon leaving school; by the movement in many large 
towns and cities toward the establishment of technical and voca- 
tional schools; by the multiplication of business schools and the 
success of the part-time and trade schools. Natick is not large 
enough to support separate schools of this nature and therefore 
to meet the demand some industrial and vocational courses 
should be introduced into the existing school system. But such 
courses call for facilities and equipment, and sufficient room to 
make them effective. 


During the year the attendance has not been as good as in 
years past. More pupils than usual have been absent from school 
on account of sickness. This has been unfortunate both for the 
pupils and the schooi and of course was unavoidable. But many 
more have been allowed to remain away for trivial reason 
resulting tn loss of interest and, in some cases, loss of standing. 
Many do not realize that lessons lost through absence from 
classes are very seldom made up. Parents who wish their 
children to succeed in school would assist them greatly by in- 
sisting upon regular and punctual attendance. 


With the exception of twenty-eight new grammar school 
desks that were placed in one small recitation room a year ago, 
t> replace some ¢lecrepit chairs, nothing has been done for ten 
years or more to improve the furniture of the building. In the 
two largest rooms and one small room the furniture has been in 
use many years and is literally falling to pieces. The most of it 
is beyond repair. The ceilings in some of the rooms appear in- 
secure and need attention. Extensive repairs will surely have to 
be made and additions built if the building is to continue in use 
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for school purposes. The need of a new high school building is 
imperative and would appeal to every voter who would candidly 
look into the matter, and particularly to those who have children 
to be educated.

The Evening School opened October 27th with an enrollment 
of 74. Its largest attendance was 94 on November 15th, 1909; 
its smallest, 16 on the very stormy evening of January 14th, 
IgIo. 

The teachers were Miss Nellie C. Norris, Miss Josephine 
Gilson, Miss B. E. Peterson, Miss Anna Sharood and Mr. A. W. 
Smith. 

Ten nationalities, Albanians, Greeks, Italians and Swedes 
leading in number, were represented among the illiterates. 

Miss Norris had charge of the least advanced, and Miss 
Gilson of the more advanced illiterates and non-English speaking 
pupils. It has been suggested that talks on history and civil 
government by prominent citizens of the town would be of value 
to the more advanced illiterates in helping them to become a part 
of an intelligent citizenship. 

Miss Peterson, in charge of the mixed grades, gave work in 
letter writing; correct use of words; elementary grammar; and 
the application of percentage to insurance commission, taxes and 
interest. ‘The membership was small, but the interest was so 
great that the attendance was very good. Because of the small 
membership, it was possible to do much effective individual work. 

The course in book-keeping, arithmetic and penmanship was 
in charge of Miss Sharood. ‘The interest of the twenty-one who 
profited by the course was weil sustained. 
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A civil service course, in which twelve enrolled, was offered 
this year. <A part of the work was taken with the commercial 
class, and geography, spelling and language in another room in 
charge of the principal.

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ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


We beg to submit our report for the year 1909. 

The continued increase in the amount annually appropri- 
ated by the Town still postpones the time, so much desired, 
when a material increase in taxable property seems sure to come 
to us. 

Notwithstanding the fact that over $1,000,000 in taxable 
property has been added to our valuation during the past two 
years, our tax rate remains the same. 


This increase in valuation, gratifying as it must be to the 
taxpayer, cannot continue indefinately without the addition of 
more buildings or the influx of more intangible personalty. 


We desire to call your attention to the effort being made to 
increase the Personal estate valuation known as “ intangible,”’ 
which embraces cash, income and all taxable securities. We 
believe that the owner in this class should equally share the bur- 
den of taxation for the support of our institutions and assist in 
the payment of our current expenses, with the owner of real es- 
tate whose entire property is in plain sight of the assessors and 
who too long has borne the burden practically alone. 


On May 12 last we mailed to 480 persons statements for 
the return of personal property, asking for a return of their hold* 
ings that each might assist us in arriving at a fair value for 
assessment. We received but twenty-four returns. The levying 
of this tax is most vexatious, and the life of an assessor during 
this period is most unenviable, but we shall continue to carry 
out the duties exacted by the law as faithfully as possible. 
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The labors in this department continue to multiply, the ad- 
dition this year of the Gypsy and Brown Tail Moth Tax, the 
Street Watering Assessment and the introduction of the Block 
System of Assessing, adding to the work of previous years. 


This Board spent one week at the State House in Novem- 
ber, searching the Railway Corporation and Banking Books for 
shares of individuals, estates and corporations credited to other 
cities and towns in the Commonwealth, We discovered 1,398 
shares in addition to the amount allotted the Town, tax on 
which is to be paid to the Town Treasurer by the State. 


The work on the Block System was completed January 21st 
of this year. The territory covered is bounded by the B. & A, 
R. R. on the north, Main and So. Main on the east, Floral 
street on the south, Western avenue on the west, Pond street 
from Western avenue to Forest street on the south, Forest street 
and the estate of Maj. D. H. L. Gleason on the West to the 
Pwr tA, WR. At. 620. 


This territory comprises 256 parcels and 370 buildings, is 
drawn to ascale of 40 feet to the inch on 60 inch Leonine paper 
reproduced on 19 blocks 21x33 inches on Crane bond sheets 
with blue prints of the same size for working use. These, to- 
gether with all field notes, books and memoranda used on the 
work becomes the property of the town for the amount of the ap- 
propriation, Five Hundred Dollars. We awarded the contract 
to Hamilton Flood of Quincy, Mass., he submitting the best 
proposal for the town as well as his experience in this particular 
branch of engineering work. He furnished a bond to the 
amount of the appropriation, guaranteeing the execution of his 
contract, and has delivered the work to our complete satisfaction. 


The result of the blocking we consider of inestimable value 
to the town. From the work just completed the town will receive 
much more the coming year from property already assessed by 
the square foot, than the amount appropriated for this survey 
Jast spring. This, the first fruits of this survey, proves that be 
cause of lack of absolute information, insufficient areas have been 
previously assessed.

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Committee on Wilson School House 


To the Citizens of the Town of Natcch :— 

The Committee on Repairs to the Wilson School submit the 
following report :— 

At the special town meeting held on June 8th, rg0g, your 
Committee recommended that certain changes in the building 
be made, i. e., 

First. Correction of stove and boiler flues in basement; 
new chimney and change in air intake for furnace in sanitaries; 
electric lights in basement, halls and class rooms; installing 
automatic sprinklers throughout basement, halls and concealed 
spaces; providing chemical extinguishers for the several rooms. 

Second, Battening ceilings of class rooms where same were 
cracked and had shown any tendency to fall. Painting building 
completely inside and out; additional windows for class room; 
correction of ventilation of sanitaries. : 

The town appropriated $3,750 to be expended under the 
direction of your Committee. These changes, with the excep- 
tion of providing additional windows in the class rooms, which 
could not be installed, owing to the construction of the building, 
have been made, together with repairs and alterations, the more 
important of which are— 

Providing new adjustable desks and chairs for the ninth 
grade room. 

New desks and chairs for all teachers. 

Planing all scholars desks which were cut or marred so that 
a smooth writing surface was provided. 

Installing sanitary drinking fountains at the’sinks; new lock 
for front door; new floor to vestibule and new treads to stairs 
where same were badly worn; new flag.

As the condition of the building from a fire point of view 
was what led to the agitation culminating in the appointment of 
this Committee, special care and thought were given to correct- 
ing the building so that, in our opinion, the liability of fire is 
largely reduced. Should a fire, however, occur, we anticipate 
its prompt extinguishment or control, which will allow the 
children to leave the building without the halls and class rooms 
being filled with smoke, a very great danger in any building of 
such construction. While the building is still of wood, three 
stories in height, and is not provided with exits as well arranged 
as we could wish, we feel that even under adverse conditions the 
scholars should be able to leave the building in safety. It should 
be noted, in passing, that the protection installed in the build- 
ing has resulted in a materially lower insurance rate, which will 
make the cost for insurance considerably less. 

The repairs and painting have made the building cleaner, 
lighter and much more cheerful, and these changes must have a 
pleasing effect on both teachers and scholars, which cannot but 
result in better work. These repairs should also lessen the up- 
keep of the building for the next few years at least. 

All work done, where practical, was given to citizens of 
the Town after specifications had been prepared and proposals 
invited, contracts being given to the lowest bidder in all cases. 
We feel that it is due the several contractors to state that in 
our opinion they endeavored to carry out, not only the letter 
but the spirit of their contracts, and to give the Town full value 
for the money they received. 

As will be noted by the itemized statement of the expendi- 
tures which follows, we have kept well within our appropriation, 
and have turned in $285.90 as an unexpended balance:

REMARKS 


The Overseers of the Poor are pleased to be able to present 
a most favorable report to the citizens of this town for 1go9- 
The better times which have prevailed during the last year 
dropped many applicants for help from our books. 

We have spent some $1,700.00 less than last year and have 
‘come well within our appropriation, leaving a good balance to 
-our credit. We have also made some very important improve- 
ments at the farm, which will add greatly to the safety of the 
inmates and property and to the pCOngiih! running of the 
place. 

We have established, through the generosity of our citizens, 
a hydrant and hose house in the yard with sufficient hose. for 
service around the buildings, and we are of the opinion that if 
this had been done some years ago the town would have been 
saved a great deal of money lost by two fires. 

We have also bought an ensilage cutter and engine for 
cutting sileage which will pay for itself in less than three years, 
the filling of the silo costing the town ¢90.00, every previous - 
year and the whole outfit for cutting and filling only costing 
$246.00. 

We bought a wood lot for $250.00 last spring, paid out 
$155.00 for cutting it, and have now 135 cords of wood in the 
yard, twenty cords of which are sawed and split, all of which is 
valued at $850.00. Inthecellar of the home are stored about 
200 bushels of potatoes, besides a great many other vegetables. 

The farm has never been in such an excellent condition as 
it is now. The income from it has increased every year, the 
fields and grounds are kept in the best possible manner and pre- 
sent a pleasing aspect to the visitor or passer-by.

We cannot say too much about the efficient and economical 
management of the farm by our superintendent, Mr. B: J. Carroll, 
who has certainly made good in his position, and also about the 
matron, Mrs. Carroll, who by her wise and economical tactics, 
has endeared herself to the inmates and visitors, and has kept 
the expenses of the house down to the lowest possible point. 

The condition of the poor outside of the Town Home is im- 
proving steadily with better times, and the Overseers of the 
Poor are endeavoring to keep this condition up by gradually 
making the majority of their clients self-supporting. 

The Town Home is open for inspection of visitors at all 
times and we hope that the citizens of Natick will avail them- 
selves of this opportunity to convince themselves that they 
possess one of the finest and best kept Town Homes in the state.

TOWN PHYSICIAN’S REPORT 


I present herewith my fifth annual report for the year end- 
ing Feb. 1, 1910. The largest number of inmates during the 
year were 22, the least 17, whose ages ranged from 22 to 82 
years. There were two deaths among the inside poor, Elden 
Matthews and his wife, Catherine, who both died as the result 
of shock. One death among the outside poor, Mrs. Lew 
Barrows, caused by pneumonia. 

The amount of illness among the outside poor has not been 
so great as in previous years, while at the farm, as is to be ex- 
pected as the inmates become older and more infirm, they are 
more apt to be affected, and from such causes there has been 
quite an increase of sickness among them. 

At the farm the inmates are well taken care of. They are 
kept clean and comfortably clad, and the matron keeps the home 
clean and neat and it will bear inspection at all times, while the 
farm and buildings look good and are in better shape than for 
years.

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REMARKS 


The Commissioners received a communication from the 
Board of Selectmen in reference to the brooks and drains com- 
ing under the control of the Sewer Department. Legal advice 
was sought on the matter, and up to the present time no decision 
was received by the Board in writing. 

On request of the Selectmen that we do the work of improv- 
ing the north arm of Pegan Brook, from Harvard street to 
No. Avenue, and the brook passing from No. Avenue through 
land of Mary A. Southwick to Boston & Albany R. R. bed, the 
Commissioners decided to grant the request of the Selectmen, 
and the work was done at a cost of $296.03. 


BEDS 


After carefully observing the working of the beds for the 
last year as to their efficiency, your Commissioners are firmly 
convinced that the new work done has provena great success, 
both financially and for the Town’s interest. 

We have completed the construction of the new work on the 
three beds tor which the Town appropriated one thousand dol- 
lars at the last Annual Meeting, and we feel confident that when 
the new work is all completed, the present number of beds will 
take care of the sewage of the Town for years to come.» We 
recommend that remaining three beds be completed the coming 
season at an expense of ¢g00. 


PUMPING STATION 


The Pumping Station at the present time is in a very satis- 
factory condition as to its efficiency and appearance, both inside 
and out. 
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An application was received from Martin Walsh and eleven 
others, to have So. Main street sewered, southerly from Curve 
street. The matter coming up late in the season, we did not 
deem it advisable to start the work until the coming summer. | 

During the past year the Commissioners gave serious con- 
sideration to the excessive flow of Sewerage, but owing to the 
unfavorable conditions we have not been able to make complete 
measurements. However, the matter will be thoroughly gone 
over and some satisfactory statements made in reference to the 
matter the coming year. 

John M. Fiske, one of the Commissioners, died on Nov. 3, 
190g, while serving his tenth year on the Board. His sudden 
taking away was a sad loss to the Department as he was a man 
of good judgment and jong experience. Hetook a very deep 
interest in the administration of the affairs of the Department, 
and his presence will be sadly missed. We did not think it 
necessary to appoint a man to fill the vacancy owing to the short 
time before the people would be called upon to perform that duty. 

The superintendency of the Department was carried on by 
P. F. Hallinan, and he has proved very competent and efficient, 

In all matters pertaining to the practical running of the 
Department, we refer you to his report.

} GENTLEMEN: I herewith respectfully present the Fourteenth 
Annual! Report of the Sewer Department for the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1gIo. 


APPROPRIATIONS 
For extension $2,000 0@ 
For extending the distributing line at the beds 1,000 00 
For new work at the filter-beds 1,000 00 
The following streets were sewered: 
Harrison St., 200 feet. 
Charles St., ; 201 Leet, 


The total extension for the year 1909 was 461 feet. 


A table of costs for the same will be found on another page 
_of this report. | 

Total number of miles of pipe laid from 6 to 30 inches in 
diameter including brick sewers, 13 miles, 649 feet. 

Extension of distributing done at the filter-beds for which 
the Town appropriated one thousand dollars at the last annual 
meeting has been completed and makes a very valuable addition, 
‘It gives a chance for an equal distribution of the sewerage on each 
bed. We extended the line 988 feet and built three manholes at 
a cost of $954.81 
The three beds that we completed the new work upon have 
been given a good test and show a very great improvement in 
their filtering qualities, we were obliged to dig a trench six feet 
wide and 660 feet long and remove the material from the beds 
as it was of a very poor quality and replace it with sand, which 
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made the work more expensive, We relaid 666 feet of pipe and 
built three manholes at a cost af $1,003 78. 

The planting of corn at the beds has been abandoned for 
the last two years as we believe that there is no economy in 
raising it and it does not improve their filtering qualities. 


PUMPING STATION 


The work at the station has been unusually heavy through 
the last three weeks, the thaw in January giving us a very great 
quantity of water to handle, the largest amount of sewerage 
pumped in any one day since the station was put in operation 
was on Jan. 22, 1910, when we pumped two million gallons and 
the pumps were run 15 hours to do the work. 

Under the engineer that run the station previous to the 
present one, the largest amount pumped according to the records, 
was on April ro, 1903, and the amount was 1,746,276, and 
the pumps were run twenty-four hours to do the work, which goes 
to show that the pumps that were to be discarded and for which 
the Town made an appropriation of three thousand dollars a few 
years ago to have more pumps installed, are doing better work 
today then when they were first installed. 


HOUSE CONNECTIONS 


There were forty-five houses connected with the system this 
year, and when they are put in operation will bring about two 
hundred and forty dollars of an income. Number of houses 
connected 880, fixed charges 130, metered 750. 


FLUSHING 


The system was flushed in August, the cost for water for 
doing the work was sixty-eight dollars. 


WORK OF THE DEPARTMENT 


On all work done by the department an estimate is 
required by the commissioners from the Superintendent or an 
Engineer; they then view the premises and if in their judgment 


they think it adviseable and profitable for the Town so to do 
the Superintendent is ordered to have the work done.

s "REPORT MEE BOARD. OB: TRUSTEES OF “THE 
LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL ~ 


¥ The Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital have the honor 
to present their seventeenth annual report for the year ending 
a December 31, 1909. 

Py At the close of the year the hospital met with a severe loss 
inthe resignation and retirement of Miss Eliott, the super- ‘ 
intendent, and Miss Allen the assistant superintendent. , 
Both of these women have been with the hospital since it F, 
___ was opened nearly eleven years ago, and both have done faithful, 
| ~ ‘efficient and conscientious services for it. hey were con. 
- genial companions and loyal to each other, and both have been 
4 always loyal and faithful to the best interest of the hospital. 
z Te isdeh the duties of their respective positions were’ arduous and 
_ exacting, and the long period they were engaged in their work 
poude it necessary that a respite be had for rest and recupera- 
‘tion. These were the reasons, and the only reasons for the 
__ resignations, and so the trustees felt constrained with much 
regret to accept them. : 
; The task of filling these places was by no means an easy one, 
for the women who have the necessary ability, training, tact and 

_ judgment to take charge of and manage the affairs of an institu- 

tion of this kind are not over numerous. The trustees, bowever, | 
feel that they have been singularly fortunate in securing the oe 
= services of Miss Van Cor as superintendent, and they have strong 3 
hopes that she will prove a worthy and satisfactory successor to i 
F: Miss Eliott. Miss Van Cor isa graduate of the Boston City Da 
Hospital Training School, and has. had charge of the 9 | 
_ Contagious Hospital at Somerville for some time. She came to / 
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the Leonard Morse Hospital highly recommended, and her con- 
duct of the affairs so far certainly seems to justify her recom- 
mendation. 

Miss Holbrook, who has been elected assistant superinten- 
dent and head nurse, came largely through the recommendation 
of Miss Van Cor. She was resident nurse at the Abbott Acade- 
my, and like Miss Van Cor is a graduate of the Boston City 
Hospital Training School. 

The demands upon the hospital have increased, and are 
constantly increasing, and many times during the past year 
every room and every bed in it has been occupied by patients. 
This with the prevailing high prices of all commodities in- 
creased the cost of maintenance, and consequently the deficit 
has become larger. Last year the deficit was relieved again by 
the good women of the town by means of the tag day collection, 
and this year many of the same women conducted a donation 
day by which the sum of $1,505 was raised. These acts of 
benevolence are highly commendable and are highly appreciated ; 
but they are too burdensome to be permanent or to be continued 
indefinitely. Besides, an examination of the report of the super- 
intendent will show that the number of those who gave is very 
small, and that the great majority of those on whom the burden 
of aiding this public charity rests escape all liability on account 
of it, and they will continue to escape such liability as long as 
voluntary contributions alone are relied upon. 

To the end, therefore, that relief may be had, the trustees 
have deemed it their duty to make known to the town the condi- 
tion of affairs, and to ask that a proper appropriation be made 
for the benefit of persons at the hospital ‘‘who by misfortune or 
poverty require relief during temporary sickness,’’ the money so 
appropriated to be raised by taxation in the manner provided 
and sanctioned by the laws of the Commonwealth for equalizing 
the public burdens, so that no person shall have any just cause of 
complaint for being required to pay his share of it. 

A few gentlemen familiar with the needs of the hospital 
and friendly to it, while admitting the justice of the request for 
aid, yet feel a doubt as to the legal right of the town to give it. 
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The trustees would be very sorry to ask the town to 
appropriate money for an object which the law does not 
authorize, and they would be still more sorry to make the 
hospital a party to such a transaction. 


But the right of the town to make the appropriation really 
seems quite plain. By the Statute of 1873, Chapter 192 (now 
Revised Laws, Ch. 81, Sec. 25) it is enacted that 


“A city or town may erect, establish and maintain 
a hospital for the reception of persons who by 
misfortune or poverty require relief during tem- 
porary sickness. City councils and selectmen may 
make such ordinances, rules and regulations as 
they may consider expedient for the appointment 
of trustees and all other officers and agents neces- 
sary for managing such hospital-’’ 


There would seem to be no ambiguity of language here, 
and no great difficulty in finding the meaning of the language 
used—erect, establish and maintain a hospital. 


The sixth clause of Mrs. Morse’s will reads :—“Ail 
the rest, residue and remainder of my estate, real, 
personal or mixed, I give, devise and bequeath 
unto the inhabitants of Natick, in their corporate 
capacity, for the purpose of erecting, establishing 
and maintaining a hospital in said town for the re- 
ception and treatment of persons who may need 
medical or surgical attendance during temporary 
sickness or injury, upon such terms and under such 
rules and regulations as the trustees of said hospital 
may from time to time make for the govern- 
ment of the same. Said hospital shall be erected by, 
and shall beunder the care, control and manage- 
ment of, a board of trustees consisting of seven per- 
sons, who shall be inhabitants of said town and be 
chosen by the legal voters thereof as follows: * * * 
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‘‘The amount of the funds remaining after said 
hospital shall have been builc and established shall 
be safely invested by said trustees in their own 
names, and the income thereof shall be used for 
the maintenance and support of said hospital in 
such manner as said trustees may deem best.’’ 
‘¢It is my wish that a good and substantial hospi- 
tal be built and established, having due regard to 
the amount which may be received under this leg- 
acy; but I deem it inexpedient to attach any con- 
ditions to this gift or to impose any unnecessary 
restrictions or limitations on the authority of said 
trustees, having full confidence that the town in 
which my husband and myself lived so many years, 
and for which we both cherished the greatest good 
will and affection, will choose only suitable and 
proper persons to act as trustees, and that the trus- 
tees so chosen will at all times act with fidelity, 
discretion and judgment, and for the best interests 
of all concerned in all matters pertaining to said 
trust.” 


It is not perceived that there is any ambiguity of language 
in the above, but should any person contend that it does not give 
the property to the town of Natick in its corporate capacity for 
the purpose of erecting, establishing and maintaining a_ hospital, 
will such person kindly inform us to whom it does give it, and 
for what purpose? 

After Mrs. Morse’s will was proved and allowed, now nearly 
seventeen years ago, the town voted to accept the gift, and chose 
seven trustees in accordance with, and to carry out the provisions 
of the will. 

The trustees took charge of the funds, bought a lot of land 
in the town containing twenty-eight acres, took a deed of it 
running to the Inhabitants of Natick in their corporate capacity, 
and on it have erected buildings that cost upwards of $100,000, 

which have been used as a hospital since March 29, 1899. Do 
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these facts show that the town of Natick has erected, and 
established a hospital? If so, the town has by the express provi- 
sion of the statute above quoted the right to appropriate money 
for its maintenance. | 
If however it is still contended that the town has not erected 
and established a hospital, pray tell us what more is to be doné 
to accomplish that purpose? Have the people of Natick been 
deceived these many years into the belief that they have one of 
the finest hospitals in the State when none has in fact been 
erected or established? It surely cannot be contended that 
because the money was given to the town to erect and establish 
it that it is any the less a hospital after it is erected and 
established, because independently of any provision of the 
Statutes the town would have the right to accept a charitable 
gift of the kind and execute the charity for the benefit of its 
inhabitants. It cannot be contended that because the income 
from the charitable fund held by the trustees is to be used to pay 
the expense of maintaining it so far as it goes that the town has 
not the right to make up the deficiency, because if the town 
has the right to maintain it in whole, of course it has the 
right to maintain it in part. And finally it cannot be con- 
tended that the clause of the Statute giving ‘‘City councils and 
selectmen the right to make such ordinances, rules and regula- 
tions as they may consider expedient for the appointment of 
trustees and all other officers and agents necessary for managing 
such hospital’’ either expressly or by implication limits or 
restricts in any way the power given to the town by the first 
clause to erect, establish and maintain a hospital. Such power 
of appointment relates only to the administration of affairs, and 
as Mrs. Morse’s will makes ample provision for the election of 
trnstees, there is simply no occasion for the selectmen to exercise 
the power thus given them. 
Is it not, therefore, entirely free from doubt and too plain 

for argument 

(1) That the town has the right under the stat- 

ute to erect, establish and maintain a hospital for 

the reception of persons ‘‘who by misfortune or 
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poverty require relief during temporary sickness? 
(2) That with money given to it for that pur- 
pose the town has_ erected,, established and is 
maintaining such a hospital ? 

(3) That to maintain it the town has the right to 
appropriate such a sum of money as shall be 
needed to afford relief to those at the hospital who 
by misfortune or poverty require it during tem- 
porary sickness, not those who are able to care for 
themselves, for a person who has the means to care 
for hlmself has no claim on a charitable fund for 
relief ? 

It is apprehended that the doubt felt of the right of the 
town to make the appropriation arises from a hasty reading of two 
statutes relating to hospitals, and perhaps a misapprehension of 
the precise state of facts to which each statute applies. Most 
of the hospitals in this vicinity, such as those in Framingham, 
Newton, Waltham, Somerville, Malden, and many others, are 
private corporations over which the city or town has no control, 
and of course no direct appropriation can be made for the sup- 


port of such a hospital, but there is another statute relating to 


them. 
By the Statute of 1890, Chapter 119 (now Revised Laws, 

Ch. 25, Sec. 14) it is provided that 
“A city or town not maintaining or managing a 
hospital is hereby authorized to make a contract 
with any hospital established therein, or in its 
vicinity, for the reception, care and treatment of 
persons who by misfortune or poverty require relief 
during temporary sickness, and may make the 
necessary appropriations of money therefor. But 
nothing herein shall add to the compensation now 
required from the Commonwealth, or from any city 
or town, for the care and treatment of any person 
who shall be chargeable as a pauper to the Com- 
monwealth, or to any city or town, or diminish the 
right of the Commonwealth to require the removal 
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of a pauper dependent upon it for relief to the 
state almshouse.”’ 

It is under this statute that cities and towns not maintain- 
ing or managing a hospital are given the power to make con- 
tracts with hospitals established therein or in its vicinity for the 
reception, care and treatment of persons who by misfortune or 
poverty require relief during temporary sickness, and towns 
maintaining or managing a hospital are not authorized or given 
power to make any such contracts. A town cannot well contract 
with itself. ; 

The town of Natick, therefore, is only authorized to appro- 
priate money for the maintenance of the hospital, and the 
trustees chosen by the town are properly charged with the duty 
of seeing that the money so appropriated is applied for the use 
of persons who by misfortune or poverty require relief during 
temporary sickness. 

By a strange coincidence, two women havin the sam 
name, Mary Ann Morse, have been conspicuous benefactresses 
of the town. About fifty years ago one of them gave all her 
property to the town to establish the Morse Library, and about 
twenty years ago the other gave substantially all of her property 
to establish a hospital. Both gifts were duly and gratefully 
accepted. The Library has been built and open to the public 
nearly fifty years, and was built and is managed by a 
board of trustees chosen by the town. The hospital has been 
open since March 29, 1899, and it was built, and is managed by 
board of trustees chosen by the town. ‘The property in both 
instances was given to, and stands in the name of the town. 

The library has a permanent fund invested, the income of 
which partially pays the expenses of keeping it open. The hos- 
pital also has a permanent fund invested, the income of which 
partially supports it. It thus appears that in almost every mate- 
rial particular the facts relating to the establishment and main- 
tenance of these two institutions are substantially alike. They 
are both charitable institutions, and the town has the same right 
to appropriate money for the support of the one that it has to 
appropriate money for the support of the other; and for more 
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than forty years the town has annually appropriated money to 
support the library, and no complaint has ever been made or can 
be made about it, or about the right of the town to make it. 


The management take pleasure in giving sincere t hanks to 
the many women who have taken such a deep interest in the 
welfare of the hospital, and devoted so much of their time aid- 
iug in the work. Without their assistance much of the good 
work that has been done by the hospital must have remained 
undone. These efforts not only encouraged the management, 
but they cheered the sick. | 

The management wish also to give sincere thanks to all who 
contributed during the year to aid the hospital, whether the 
gifts be large or small. In accordance with custom all gifts of 
. fifty dollars and over are given in this report. They are

ra The growth of the work of the Hospital is shown:by the fact 
that one hundred and twenty-four more patients were admitted 
_ than in the year 1907 and eighteen more even than last vear 
notwithstanding that the epidemic of dysentery brought a large 
_ increase of patients and would not be a fair comparison. 
The hospital has given to eleven patients 230 days of free 
treatment, which, at $10.50 per week, the regular ward rate, 
ar mounts to $345.00 Siren in charity this year. This does not 
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ward patients 2,083 66 
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include all the rebates from $10.50 which have been made to 
Natick patients or the services of the physicians and surgeons 
which have been given to the ward patients to the amount of 
nearly $4,000.00. It should be well understood that $10.50 per 
week does not cover the cost of a patient, and every year the 
hospital gives much in charity which must in some way be made 
up or the bills cannot be paid. 

The year has shown that the money spent in fitting up the 
maternity department was well expended. There were 28 births, 
18 males; 10 females. This brings about the need of infant’s 
clothes and all contributions will be appreciated ; also oldcotton, 
linen or woolen for which there is always a demand. We have 
had more burn cases than usual and these call for soft pieces like 
old table cloths, napkins and handkerchiefs. Bath robes are also 
needed. 

The ambulance has carried during the year 68 patients.

To the Hospital Committee and all assisting, the manage- 
ment would express their grateful appreciation. 


Twelve patients were at the hospital on Christmas and 
the day passed happily for them. The Young Ladies Guild of 
the Congregational Church sent calendars anda small potted 
plant for each patient which was much appreciated. Mr. Edward 
Hoey very kindly arranged for music and with Mr. Roy Green, 
Mr. Cliff Green, Mr. Edward Sherman and Mr. George Wright 
of Tilton, and Green’s Orchestra, South Framingham, rendered 
very enjoyable music Christmas afternoon, which gave much 
pleasure to the patients and also to all in the hospital. 


Kind friends gave fruit, nuts, candy and money, the list of 
which may be found at the close of this report. 


The hospital is open at all reasonable hours for inspection, 
and it is suggested that the people of Natick visit the hospital 
for in no other way can they know of the work that is going on 
and talk intelligently about it. 


For the many plants which added so much to the appear- 
ance of the grounds we are indebted to Mr. W. C. Jennison, Mr. 
Charles Smith and Mr. C. H. Chamberlain. 


Miss Florence Bartlett, Miss Karb and Miss Coles furnished 
music one Sunday afternoon and Miss Nettie Howe has played 
the piano several times, all of which the patients enjoyed very 
much, . 

The Hospital Committee, the Farther Lights of the Baptist 
Church, the Young Ladies Guild of the Congregational Church, 
Miss Tessie and Miss Laura Dawson have done much sewing 
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for us, and the ladies of the Congregational Church, Natick, 
devoted one whole day to sewing at the church which was a 
great help. 

In presenting this my eleventh and last annual report to the 
Trustees I wish to express my sincere appreciation of their con- 
tinued support and confidence during the years of my service at 
the hospital.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


— 


SUPERINTENDENT. 


The Superintendent of the Hospital shall be an educated 
nurse, trained in executive duty. Subject to the Trustees, she 
shall have the responsibility of the conduct of the Hospital, of 
the nursing service and the training of nurses, and of the exe- 
cution of all directions given them by the attending physicians 
and surgeons; and shall have sole oversight of the housekeeping 
in all its departments, and be responsible for the orderly condi- 
tion of the household and its work. 

She shall have the power of appointment and removal of 
employees under her direction. 

She shall keep an account of all furniture and hospital 
property; she shall keep such accounts as are placed in her 
charge, of all money received and expended by her, and shall 
render a monthly statement thereof to the Trustees. 

She shall take charge of all money and other personal 
effects belonging to the patients, shall keep a record of the same 
in a book provided for that purpose, and shall take a receipt for 
the same when returned to the patients. When a patient dies 
she shall furnish the Trustees with an inventory of all the 
effects and the Trustees shall direct their disposal. 

She shall purchase provisions and supplies of all kinds, ex- 
amine them when received, and be responsible for their proper 
quantity, quality and cost, and for their proper care and eco- 
nomical use. 

She shall keep memoranda of breakage or losses occasion- 
ed by the patients or otherwise, and she is directed to require 


Pe 


payment for any article carelessly injured or broken, and to 
make # report each month to the Trustees. 


She shall keep a record of all gifts received at the hospital. 


She shall receive all patients recommended for admission 
in the manner directed by the Trustees. | 


She shall see that the proper surety is furnished for the 
payment of hospital charges, and shall assign patients to appro- 
priate beds or rooms. 

She shall keep a register of all patients admitted, noting 
the particulars of the same, filling out the bed card, etc., in the 
manner provided. When a recommendation is received for the 
discharge of a patient, she shall act upon the same, and shall 
attend to the settlement of the patient’s accounts. 


She shall keep a record of the discharge, and, on the part 
of the hospital, see that the removal is made with all the care 
the patient’s condition may require. 

She shall see that all patients receive proper attention on 
admission, that everything necessary is done for their care and 
comfort under the direction of the attending physician, or of 
the physician or surgeon by whom the patients have been sent, 
and that all proper care is given during their stay in the hos- 
pital. 

She shall report to the Trustees monthly the names and 
conditions of all patients remaining in the hospital more than 
four weeks. 

She shall send for the physician or surgeon in attendance, 
in all cases of emergency, or if he cannot be found, for some 
other member of the medical staff. 

When the condition of a patient becomes dangerous, she 
shall immediately notify the friends and relatives of such 
patient. 

Upon the death of a patient she shall immediately give 
written notice to the family or friends requesting them to make 
proper arrangements for removal. No body shall be removed 
between the hours of 6 p. m.and 7a. m. She shall keep a 
copy of notice sent to relatives of deceased patients. Upon de- 
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livery of the body to the friends or the undertaker she shall take 


a receipt therefor. 
No instrument, apparatus, book or other property belong- 


ing to the hospital shall be taken therefrom without her con- 
sent, and she shall keep a record of all articles so taken. 
She shall daily visit and inspect the wards, kitchen, laundry 


and all other departments of the hospital. 
The superintendent is requested to discourage conversation 


at her table and in every other place, either in the hospital, or 
outside, upon all topics in the nature of gossip about any 
patient. Any nurse or servant who disregards this injunction 
shall be liable to be discharged. 


VISITING: PHYSICIANS. 


The regular medical and surgical service of the hospital 
shall be entrusted to a staff of six attending physicians who 
shall be elected by the Trustees, and shall hold their offices for 
one year or during the pleasure of the Trustees, and until their 
successors have been elected. The trustees shallalso elect one of 
more attending surgeons who shall hold their positions under the 
same conditions as the attending physicians. The trustees shall 
also elect an attending homeopathic physician, and one or more 
assisting physicians, who shall hold their offices on the same 
conditions as the members of the staff. The trustees shall also 
elect one or more physicians and surgeons, who shall be consult- 
ing physicians and surgeons, and shall hold their offices until the 
next annual meeting, and until their successors have been elected. 

The term of service of the attending physicians shall be 
two months each, the order of service to be arranged as pro- 


vided by the Trustees. 
The member of the staff in attendance shall control and 


direct the management of the patients under his care. He shall 
prescribe medicine and diet in the manner provided, and give 
such other directions as may be necessary for the welfare of / 
the patients. Subject to the approval of the trustees he may ar- 

range to have one of the attending surgeons take charge of the 
surgical cases during his service. All directions shall be given 

in writing upon the proper blanks and orderbooks. 
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He shall make visits as required during his term of service, 
and will be expected to make such visits regularly between 9 
a.m. and 12 m.; or he shall provide as a substitute some other 
member of the medical staff. 

In the absence of the attending homeopathic physician hav- 
ing the case of a patient in a public ward, he shall provide, if 


possible, another homeopathic physician in his place, subject to 
the approval of the Trustees. In case he cannot make such 


provision, the care of the patient shall devolve upon the mem- 
ber of the staff on duty at the time. 

The attending physician shall see that a careful clinical 
record of all patients in his service is kept in the manner pro- 
vided. This record shall not be taken from the hospital, and 
no extract shall be made therefrom by any person not author- 
ized by the Trustees. 

He shall report to the Superintendent all cases 6f neglect 
or inefficiency observed by him on the part of subordinate 
officers, nurses or other attendants or servants. 

It shall be the duty of the physician in attendance to call 


in consultation one or more of the members of the staff in all 


cases of severe accident and those requiring capital operations ; 
and it shall be the duty of the consulting surgeon or surgeons, 
when called, not only to give advice, but to either assist at or 
perform the operation when so requested by the physicians in 
attendance, and in grave cases they may be invited to take 
charge of the patient. When deemed necessary by the attend- 
ing physician, and at least one other member of the staff, other 
physicians and surgeons may be called in consultation, provided 
it be done without expense to the hospital. 

No surgical operations shall be performed without the 
consent of the patients or those in authority over them, when 
such consent can be obtained. In cases in which such consent 
cannot be obtained, a record of the reasons shall be made; and 
in all operations of a grave character, information of the nature 
of the operation and the ‘danger attending it shall be given to 
the patient if able to receive it, or to those in authority if their 
presence can be obtained. 
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No operation of a dangerous character shall be performed 
without the consent of at least two members of the medical 
staff. 

The physician in attendance shall see that no autopsy is 
made within ten hours after notice of death has been sent, 
unless with the express consent of the family or friends of the 
deceased, nor at any time when it shall have been expressly 
prohibited by the patient or by the family or friends. He shall 
enter every autopsy in a post-mortem register kept for the pur- 
pose, giving name of deceased, date of death, notice and exam- 
ination, whether consent was obtained or not, and by whom 
the autopsy was made and what it revealed. 

No attending physician or surgeon shall receive a fee or 
pecuniary compensation from a patient in a public ward. The 
same rules and regulations shall apply to attending surgeons as 
are now or may be hereafter in force relative to attending physi- 
clans.’ 

PATIENTS. 

Applications for admission must be made to the Superin- 
tendent at the hospital. 

Patients will be admitted to the hospital upon the recom- 
mendation of any member of the medical staff, or any other 
reputable physician, subject to the rules of admission and the 
approval of the Trustees. In such cases satisfactory arrange- 
ments shall be made with reference to payment of hospital 
charges. 

Patients will be admitted on each day of the week, Sunday 
excepted, between the hours of 9 and 11 a.m. Emergency 
cases and persons accidentafly wounded and otherwise disabled, 
who are taken directly from the place of accident, shall be 
received into the hospital at any hour by day or night, if proper 
cases for hospital treatment. The rate to be paid shall be deter- 
mined as soon as possible thereafter, in accordance with the 
rules of the hospital. 


Patients may be admitted to the hospital at such rates as 
the Trustees may from time to time determine. Payments are 


to be secured by the employer or friends of the patient, by the 
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authorities of the place where the patient belongs, or by the 
deposit of the amount of two weeks’ charges, or more if deemed 
necessary. When in the opinion of the Trustees the circum- 
stances of the applicant require it a whole or part of the charges 
may be remitted. The agreement for the stipulated payment. 
shall be in writing in the form provided. 


Patients paying ten dollars and fifty cents per week may 
be admitted to the public wards; all patients in public wards. 
shall be regarded as beneficiaries of the hospital. No patient. 
shall occupy a free bed more than six weeks, except by special: 
permission of the Trustees. Patients desiring private rooms 
will be admitted upon special terms in each case. 

The price of a private room does not include professional 
attendance. A patient paying for a private room may select as 
professional attendant any one of the physicians connected with 
the hospital, and must arrange with him in regard to his com- 
pensation before admission to the hospital, or on his first visit 
thereafter. 1 of 

The Superintendent is authorized to make special terms 
for patients in private rooms requiring extra nursing, and 
requiring expensive medical and surgical supplies for their 
treatment. 

Persons suffering from insanity, contagious diseases, acute 
venereal diseases, or persons having delirium tremens shall 
not be.admitted. 

No person shall be admitted to the hospital whose case is 
adjudged incurable, unless there be urgent symptoms which are 


_ deemed capable of being relieved. 


Any patient ..ho prefers, can have a homeopathic physi- 
cian if practicable. 484 

Whenever any patient shall be removed from the hospital 
without the approval of the attending physician, the Superin- 
tendent shall require from the person assuming the responsi- 
bility for the removal a written statement to that effect. 

Patients must be in the hospital except when allowed to go 


out by the physician or Superintendent. 
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Patients either disorderly or disobedient may be discharged 
at the discretion of the Superintendent. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own 
selection. 


Visitors to patients will be admitted on every afternoon 
from 2 to 3 o’clock; and on Wednesday evening from 7 to 8 
o’clock. 


No patient will be allowed to see more than two visitors on 
the same day. In case of dangerous illness, friends may visit 
the patient at any time by permission of the Superintendent. 
No visitor shall take a meal at the hospital, nor remain over 
night without permission of the Superintendent. 


The attending physician, or the Superintendent by his in- 
structions or in his absence, may at any time exclude visitors 
from any patient when this seems advisable for the patient’s 
welfare. Visitors are especially cautioned that nothing shall 
be brought to the hospital for patients, without the permission 
of the Superintendent. 


JANITOR AND ENGINEER. 


The Janitor and Engineer, who is under the authority of 
the Superintendent, has charge of the heating and ventilation 
of the hospital, and shall endeavor to keep the wards, hall and © 
other rooms at a prescribed temperature, He shall see that the 
gas, electricity and water are properly regulated and not wasted 
or unnecessarily used, and that the hospital grounds are suit- 
ably cared for.

He 
shall see that all doors and windows are secured, and that the 
lights are turned off at ro p. m.

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REMARKS OF SELECTMEN 


The Selectmen have this year received a release to the town 
from the Metropolitan Board of Water and Sewer Commission- 
ers of all rights in Dug Pond, and from Mr. Louis M. Whitney a 
perpetual license permitting the overflowing of his land adjoin- 
ing Dug Pond in case of high water and a release of all damages 
therefor. Weextend to Mr. Whitney and Mr. George C. Fair- 
banks the thanks of the town for the privilege thus secured. 


The Westerly half of the barn of E. D. Murray on South 
Avenue has been leased for use as a town pound and Mr. E. A: 
Stricksma appointed keeper of the pound. 


' The Selectmen have perambulated the town boundaries on 
Weston and Sherborn. q 


One pool license has been revoked for breach of the law in 
permitting minors on the premises without the written consent 
of their parents or guardians. 


At the last annual meeting the town referred to the select- 
men, the matter of discontinuing an ancient street leading east- 
erly from Cottage street near its junction with Woodland street, — 
The selectmen have investigated this matter, and find that in 
1866 the town laid out Woodland street in its present location at 
the junction with Cottage street, and the ancient street above 
referred to is the old location of Woodland street. We are of 
opinion that the action of the town in 1866, by operation of 
Jaw worked a discontinuance of the old location (Commonwealth 
vs. Boston & Albany railroad, 150 Mass., p. 176), and that no 
further action is necessary. 
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SEREETCRALL WAYS 


Two petitions have been received this year. 

On September 22, 1909, the Selectmen granted the petition 
of the Middlesex & Boston Street Railway Company for a double 
track location on East Central Street from Mansfield Street to 
Lincoln Square. At the same time they discharged that Company 
from the obligation to construct a sidewalk on the north side of 
East Central Street, as required by the oraer of October 9, 1907, 
in consideration of the payment of $1,800.00 to the town. ‘This 
action was taken at the suggestion of the Board of Highway 
Commissioners and upon the intimation of that board that they 
deemed the sidewalk unnecessary and did not wish to have the 
trees on that side of the road sacrificed. On January 19, 1910» 
the Selectmen dismissed wichout prejudice the petition of the 
Middlesex & Boston Street Railway Company for a double track 
location on East Central Street from J.incoln Square to the 
Common, | 

During the past year the Boston & Worcester Street Rail- 
way Company have reconstructed Willow Bridge on Worcester 
Street without expense to the town. 


POLE LOCATIONS AND CONDUITS 


Pole locations have been granted to the Edison Electric 
Illuminating Company of Boston, as follows:

MAIN STREET BRIDGE 


The Selectmen were notified on November 27, 1909, by tne 
Board of Railroad Commissioners, that the bridge on Main 
‘Street was in bad condition and should be renewed. As _ there 
was some difference of opinion between the Selectmen and the 
_ Middlesex & Boston Street Railway company as to how this 
work should be done, the Selectmen petitioned the County Com- 
missioners to pass on this question. In order to divide the ex- 
pense equitably between the town, the Street railway and the 
Boston & Albany railroad, it will probably be necessary to make 
a further petition to the Superior court, and this is contemplated 
by the Selectmen at the proper time.

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY SURVEYOR 


To the Tax-payers and Voters of Natick: — 


I herewith submit my first annual report as Highway 
Surveyor for the year ending January 31, 1910. 

While I am aware that it is impossible to please everyone or 
to make all repairs asked for each year, I have apportioned the 
appropriation, according to my judgment, in such ways as 
would best benefit the citizens of the town. 

The appropriation for South Main street was unexpended | 
as there was some prospect of the sewer being extended through 
that portion of the street, which was to be macadamized and it 
seemed inadvisable to do the work this year. 

At the adjourned town meeting in June the town accepted 
the sprinkling act and appropriated $500.00 for this work, to be 


done by the Street Department; in carrying out this work the 


Department has been handicapped because of insufficient equip- 
ment for the amount of work asked for. If the department is to 


continue tnis work, an appropriation should be made sufficient 


to purchase proper equipment to satisfy all demands and not 
hamper the regular work of the street department. A definite 
territory to be covered should also be agreed upon, 

I fee] that some explanation is due in regard to the amount 
of unpaid bills given in this report. The appropriation was small 
considering the amount of work expected, 

As no calculation is made in the general appropriation for 
the care of snow, until the following spring, approximately 
$1,000.00 has been spent for that purpose and forms a part of 
these unpaid bills. 
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A portion also is due to bills paid for my predecessor for. 
1908 for which no appropriation was made.

OF CHARLES P. CURRIER, FORMER 
FAX COLLECTOR 


Your committee beg to submit the following report. 

We have examined the books of the late collector Mr. 
Currier, they seem to have been kept in a plain and business like 
manner, with few scratches or erasures, and have been audited each 
year by your Auditor chosen for that purpose. We do not hesitate 
to say that we believe the town has received every dollar that 
was collected by Mr. Currier. The nncollected, in the aggegate, 
appears to be large,but when we consider the amount committed 
to him for collection,the per cent. of loss is small, and altogether 
it is not a bad showing. Why these collections were not pushed 
more vigorously we are unable to say, whether wrongfully 
assessed or because of his inability to find the man, but as the 
amount uncollected covers mostly poll taxes it is easy to under- 
stand the reason why they remain unpaid, 

Of course Mr. Currier knew the work and expense attached 
thereto when he accepted the position, but Mr. Currier or we 
ourselves would not feel like taking a man to Cambridge when 
the compensation was only nineteen hundreths of one per cent- 
for a $2.00 tax, from which he had to pay office rent, and other 
expenses. | 

We have received from the estate of Mr. Currier all that 
seems possible to collect, some $300.00, the assessors have 
abated the balance, as voted in the annual town meeting, March,
